D C., the Center will include a 
1,200-seat 
theater,

MaCoy, a dairy farmer, testi­ 
fied then:

insecticides poison not only bugs, 
but also pepolc, animals, the soil, 
food and water.” 
He urged a research program 
that would develop disease and 
bug resist tnt crops — eliminating 
t he need for pesticides — and to 
find natural enemies and diseases 
to eliminate undesirable insects 
and plants 
He also urged a program to ac­ 
quaint farmers with the potential 
dangers of various agricultural 
chemicals and state - established 
safeguards for the chemicals.
